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The species are independent or distinct because their structures, functions, and 
modes of action are different; thus, each represents a patentably distinct subject matter. 
Furthermore, the examination of these species would require different searches in the 
scientific literature, which would not be coextensive. As such, it would be burdensome 
to search these species together.
